I, Paul Jacobs, based on information and belief, do hereby declare that: 

1. I am an inventor of the above-captioned patent application, U.S. Application 
Serial No. 10/718,125, filed November 19, 2003. 

2. At the time of the invention, I was employed by Qualcomm, Inc. 

3. I conceived at least a portion of the invention claimed in claim 1 of the above 
identified patent application prior to September 29, 2003 in the United States and 
diligently worked the invention until a constructive reduction to practice in the United 
States as demonstrated by the Attached Exhibits and the above-noted '125 patent 
application. 

4 " ***** 10 Somber 29, 2003, 1 generated and transmitted an email to Mr. Steve 
Mergenthaler of Qualcomm, Inc., also an inventor of the '125 application, for discussion 
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and preparation of the 125 application. Attached as Exhibit A, is a copy of the email

5. Prior to September 29, 2003, I contributed to the generation of a document 
entitled "Design Concepts and Mechanical Deployment of an Integrated 'QWERTY 
Plus' Multi Application Cellular Telephone," for use in preparing the '125 application- 
Attached as Exhibit B, is a copy of the document 

6 . During the period between just prior to September 29, 2003 until November 1 9, 
2003, 1 worked with patent attorneys Mr. Ben Miller and Mr, Christopher Edwards and 
patent agent Mr. Marc Hooks, all employed by Qualcomm, Inc. I provided information 
regarding the invention assisting Mr. Hooks to draft the '125 application. During this 
time period, I received several versions of the specification, the drawings, and the claims 
from Mr. Hooks for review. During the afore-mentioned time period, I reviewed several 
versions of the application in order to provide comments and correction to Mr. Hooks. 
The '125 application was filed on November 19, 2003. 

7. Attached as Exhibit C is a table comparing the elements of claim 1 with the 
corresponding conception identified in Exhibits A and B. 

8. Exhibits A-B , which relate to the aforementioned conception of the claimed 
invention followed by diligence until a constructive reduction to practice are hereby 
incorporated by reference in their entirety herein, correspond to the invention broadly 
disclosed and claimed in the above-identified patent application.
